Ro was a aoldtar In the FeAral army 
and since the close of the civil war was 
an la valid and agreat sufferer. In order 
to proloog his life he suboiittad to a 
number of operations, reoovaring from 
them, he vvas aboirtdtije streets most 
of the time uu^MpTiree montlis ago 
wfcsahis wMtiHyTramSi plainly indi- 
cated that tiis vitality fjts about none.

Silo Makes Available Feeding Value of 
•talk as Well as Ear. 

By the use of the silo and harvesting 
the corn plant for silage the feeding 
value of the plant is increased from 
$10 to $12 per acre. It is estimated 
that 60 per cent of the fSedlag valne e( 
the corn pl int is in the eareCcanSBd 
40 per cent is in the stalk. 

If a Held of com which wvtSd make 
forty bushels per acre is harvested in 
the usual way of gathering the corn 
and leaving the stalk stand we have 
harvested only GO per cent of the cxoq. 
The forty bosh^ of com at 90 cents 
per bushel are worth $20, but if the 
stalks have two-thirds the feeding 
value of the grain the stalks are worth 
from $10 to $12 or $15 per acre, de- 
pending upon the quality of the crop 
and the condition thay are is vhsn 
harvested for silage. 

If tbe stalks are left tn the field they 
have a feeding value of from $1 to 
$l.fiO or $2.S0 per acre. Tliis decreased 
value of the comslalk when left la 
the field is d'je to the fact that when 
the stalk is left standing it loses its 

woody and indigestiiile. 
It is thnefore evident that to obtain 

the maximuii: feeding value of the 
com crop it should be harvested and 
made Into silage and tiiat the use of 

the silo will increase the feeding value 
of the corn plants ftom $10 to $12 per 
ace.— Uoy C. rotts, Department '-f 
Dairy Husbaadiyt Oklaboma A. and M.

Planta sometimes appear to po ssess 

reasoning power. Charles Darwin in- 
stanced tbe case of tbe rootlet, which, 
piercing ita way throagb the aofl and 
detecting a stone or lump of hard clay 
in its path, will go rouud it without 
touching it. "How does the rootlet or 
plant know that tbe stone is there?" 
he asks. ^'Certainly it cannot see it 
and as it does not touch it cannot feel 
it. Tbe avoidance therefore seems to 
be in the nature of perception of some 
kind which is a mental operation." 

The species of mimosa known as the 
sensitive plant will contract its leaves 
even at tbe sound of a footstesp. and 
when sncb a plant Is being transplant- 
ed It crumples up during the process in 
such a way that it really appears to be 
suflfetlng Cron fear. Aftenmd It re- 
covers and waaaaaa its ordinary mode 
of life. 

Plants undoubtedly possess con- 
sciousness of a Idnd which enables 
them to carry out certain operations 
necessary to tlicir pros;er^atiou. and 
tills can only be done tlirougb tbe pos- 
sesaioa of aome sort of nervooa ays- 
tem.— London Standard.

Perhaps tbe most extraordinary fall 
that a bUBoan being ever survived Is 
that described by Thormanby In bis 
'•Sporting Stories." The lucky man 
was Colonel William Xorke Moore, a 
British ofllcei, who rode his hoiae in 
the darli over a sheer precipice 247 
feet in height and came out alive I It 
seems incredible that such a fearful 
aiptfience should result in anything 
but instant death, yet here are tbe 
facts, nbicli once again confirm the 
adage that truth is more wonderful 
than dctlOB: 

Colonel Moore, who commanded tte 
troops at I'omiuica, lost his way one 
evening after sunset. In complete 
<^4irfciia«a he endeavored to make his 
way home. Two or three times he 
had difficulty in mailing his horse 
cross obstacles, and at last they came 
to somethimr that tiie horse weVld not 
face. 

Colonel Moore was a fearless rider. 
Again and again be rode bis horse at 
full speed against the unknown obsta- 
cle, but in vain. At last, urged flerce- 
ly by whip and spur, the terrified ani- 
mal, with a snort of terror, cleared the 
low hedge— for each tbe ohetmetta 
proved to be— and went over the clIflL 

Colonel Moore says that during his 
OiflM on horseliaclw through the air 
every event of his whole life seemed 
to pass in a luminous panorama be- 
t'uro him. Suddenly there came a tei^ 
rific concussion, wliich deprived him 
of his senses and left him wMi Ma 
legs In the aea and hla tiody «• the 
rooks, apparently dead. 

He must hare lain then stunned for 
some hours, for when at last the lap- 
j'ing water and the cool breezes restor- 
ed him the aaoon was shining brightly 
in midbeaven, and its l>eams fell upon 
tbe uptume<l. glittering shoes of bis 
gallant bor^e. which lay dead and 
mangled Iieside him. 

Aa soon as he had collected Ms aeat- 
tered wits Colonel Moore coolly began 
to examine himself to ascertain what 
InjuricB he had sustained. He found 
that he was severely cut ab(>ut tbe 
lx»dy and head, that hi<: riirht ankle 
was dislutnted and that his hack was 
benuml>ed or paralyzed by the concus- 
sion of bis fall. 

Wliou the sun nse it shi>no upon his 
bare, bleeding bead with sucb intol- 
erable beat that, as a protection from 
jts rays, he tied his cotton handker- 
chief about liis forehead. Above bis 
bead projected the two ends of the 
knotted bandaca stained ertaaaoa with 
his blood. 

After lying in horrible pain for se%- 
ernl hours be spied a boatful of na- 
tives rowing toward the spot where he 
lay. -Vs they eame near he hailed 
them in a faint voice, but tbe mo- 
ment they saw the ghastiy llgnre of 
the folonel, with his Moody hc i'ldress, 
they set up a yell and rowed awuy as 
if 20^000 fl«ids were after them. 

After some time :i single black man 
came clamlierini,' over the rocks, in- 
tent on catching fish lie was witliin 
:i few yards of the colonel wlien the 
latter hailed him. The moment the ne- 
;:rf caught siglit of the bleeding he;ul 
anu the blood stained bandage be, too, 
uttered a fearful ydl, flung down his 
rod and line and scrambled off over 
the rocks as fast as his feet and hands 
wotild carry bim. 

The colonel now began to resign him- 
self to the [)rospect of a lingering 
death, but forturiMtely his Cnglish 
servant, alarmed at his master's ab- 
sence, went In seercfa of him and, fol- 
lowiiiir the horse's tracks, at last came 
lo the edge of the precipice.

decay. The bacteria gain entrance 
through drops of water at the water 
pores on the margins of the leaves. 

As tiie cerms of this disease eaa be 
carried on the seed. It Is wise to see 
that the seed used does not come from 
a diseased crop. If doubt oslsts It la 
well to treat the seed with formalin, 
1-240, or corrosive sublimate, I-IOOO. 
for fifteen minutes. Likewise, if the 
disease shows up In a seed bed, tliis 
dMNdd be ekanged the next year. If 
bad in the field this land should not be 
used for cruciferous crops for several 
■eaaoae and. even if the disease is not 
present, yeariy rotation is desirable 
where it can be carried on without 
especial difficulty. Refuse from dis- 
eased cabbages should nevw find its 
way to the manure pile

Good Plant Proteetor. 

To be made from t)ottomless barrel, j 
especially for early squash or the main I 
crop in the far north. 

Two covers are made from one bar- 
rel, wldeh la sawed In two, with a 
slant through the bilge of the barrel 
extending to upper and lower hoops. 
Tie a siring about the barrd and mark 
with a pencil for a guide to saw by. 

Cover each half with a piece of mus- 
lin, which is held In place by the top 
hoop if easily removed, otherwiae by 
tying a string about the barrel. 

Its usefulness may be prolonged by 
putting on a hay wire for a bottom- 
HM ilOOp. 

Fasten near the bottom with double 
pointed carpet tacks or small wire 
nails.
